Mayor Sasyk explained that 
with the new equipment the city 
hopes to get the majority of its 
work, if not all of it, done before 
the price of material goes up 

“Work already has begun this 
week on filling in the old 
swimming pool behind the 
recreation center on Seventh 
street," Sasyk said. “We then 
will put in four lighted tennis 
courts that also will be fenced 
Located near the tennis courts 
we will make skeeling courts.”” 
The Mayor explained what 
skeeling is. 

‘Skeeling is similar to ice 
skating but is done on blacktop, 
and you can play games such as 
hockey,” he said. He passed 
around a set of Skeeling skates 
which are similar to ice skates, 
but instead of a blade has three 
rollers in a straight line down 
the center. Sasyk told the 
council the sport is very popular 
in Europe and that the Pepsi 
Cola Co. has the franchise. He 
said he talked to company of-

Chouteau Township policies 
regarding tax collection were 
defended today by Supervisor 
Walter “Dick” Sparks, a 
candidate for the Madison 
County Board position in 


District 16. 

A rival candidate had said 
Monday that Chouteau property 
owners are paying twice to have 
the same taxes collectéd. 

“Mr. Thoelke claims the 
township wasted 20 per cent of 
the Town Fund in the collection 
of taxes. With this, I disagree,” 
Sparks said. 

“The actual figures show our 
township collector’s cost of 
collecting all taxes, dividing the 
money and paying the funds to 
each taxing body its share was 
only about one per cent. This is 
far less than it cost the tax- 
payers to have the county 
collect what is collected. 

“Purthermore, when we 
needed funds to pay some of our 
bills, we were able to receive a 
partial payment from our 
collector soon after the 
collection started. 

“Taxpayers did not pay twice 
to have the same taxes 
collected, because our collector 
collected the taxes, divided 
them and distributed them to 
the schools, township, fire 
district and every other taxing 
body that was to receive them. 

“The only taxes he did not 
handle were those not paid to 
him before the books were

closed and had to be turned in to 
the county treasurer,” Sparks 
related. 

“] believe it is to the ad- 
vantage of the taxpayer and the 
township to have our local tax 
collector do the job he was 
elected to do. 

“He not only goes into several« 
areas to make it coavenient for 
the people to pay their taxes, 
but his office is open most of the 
time for the convenience of the 
people. This saves time and 
energy for the public, to say 
nothing about the trouble of 
parking and paying parking 
meters. 

“Let's not be brainwashed 
into believing that local govern- 
ment is inefficient, 

“We are local people who 
have to face our people every 
day 

“The new State Constitution 
cost our township between 
$12,000 and $15,000 per year in 
excess fees which our collector 
turned in to the township after 
collection was over: This 
amount we did not have to levy 
for. 

“Think of the many times we 
have called on our collector for 
information and help. He has 
been able to give such in- 
formation and help at the 
moment we needed it. 

“Our tax collector did his job 
this year for about one per cent 
of the taxes he collected.

Granite City has one of the 
few confirmed cases of Reye's 
syndrome in this metropolitan 
area, a 15-year-old boy who is 
reported.in good condition at 
Cardinal Glennon Hospital, St. 
Louis. 
The victim is David Moutria, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Moutria, 2560 North St., who 
was taken to St. Elizabeth 
Hospital here a week ago and 
transferred to the St. Louis 
hospital where the ailment was 
diagnosed, according to an 
uncle, Joe Moutria. 

The boy is a freshman. at 
Granite City High School South. 
He suffered an attack of what 
was believed to be flu about a 
week before he developed 
symptons of the comparatively 
new disease. 

Reye's syndrome, which was 
not identified as a disease until 
1963, is not contagious, but 
doctors and ‘some hospitals, 
have been receiving cals from 
anxious parents whose children 
show some symptoms of the 
affliction—persistent vomiting, 
sleepiness, lethargy and 
irritability. Customarily the 
disease follows an upper 
respiratory disease such as a 
cold, flu or chickenpox. 

While reports say that some 
children may have had a mild 
attack of the disease without

Opponents to the

School officials contend that 
the g0-cent rate is necessary to 
produce sufficient tax revenue 
to pay off a.deficit that has been 
accumulating during the past 
several years, and to meet 
increased operating costs 
resulting from inflation in all 
phases of operations.” 

Proponents of the proposal, 
maintain that unless the rate 
increase is approved it will be 
necessary for the district to 
borrow $375,000 for operating

The legal opinion 
specified the health officer is 
not authorfzed to provide 
surface drainage when the 
water is not stagnant. 

Items dealing with drainage 
occupied much of the time of the 
town board meeting. Among the 
areas discussed was the Park- 
view Estates subdivision where 
a dead-end ditch has allowed 
water to collect. 

Recently, the 
Soythern Railroad opened 
culverts under its tracks, 
allowing some of the standing 
water to drain to:the east onto 
farm land. 

Questions were raised on the 
legal aspects of moving the 
water onto private property and 
it was claimed that anyone who 
receives water from a neighbor 
can sue that neighbor for 
flooding his land. 

Auditor Lee Adams requested 
the township highway commis- 
sioner, Albert Bell, to notify the 
state highway department of 
three blocked culverts along 
Route 162.

Walker announces 
flood control plan 


Gov. Dan Walker said 
Wednesday the fiscal 1975 flood 
control program's objective will 
be to “reverse a long-standing 
emphasis on patching up 
damages instead of preventing 
future flood problems.”* 

He said. “The Illinois flood 
control program so far has 
focused on the objective of 
reducing current flood 
damages, more than on 
preventing new potential 
damages as a result of con- 
tinuing building in the state’s 
flood hazard areas 

“Last year alone, at least $25 
million was spent on flood 
control protection structures by 
the state and federal govern- 
ments. But this spending did not 
reduce the amount of flood 
damage potential in Illinois due 
to uncontrolled flood plain 
development.” 

His proposed 1974-75 program 
reflects ‘‘a significant increase 
in ‘construction projects that 
will reduce the current flood 
damage. The waterways capital 
appropriation sought is 
$13,025,500, an increase of 
$2,685,500 or 28.8 per cent from 
fiscal 1974. 

“The program also reflects a 
concentrated effort to prevent 
future flood damage by the 
development of new programs 
and the expansion of the 
following existing programs: 

“The Division of Water 
Resource Management has 
been directed to implement the 
state flood plain regulation act, 
which will require permits for 
building on selected flood 
plains throughout the state. 

“The Task Force of Flood 
Control has been directed to 
expand the federal flood in- 
surance program with the 


ultimate objective of securing 
the participation of the 700 
flood-prone communities in the 
state before July 1, 1975, the 
date that the program will 
become mandatory. 

“The governor has directed 
the Task Force on Flood Con- 
trol, the Department of Local 
Government Affairs and the 
Division of Water Resource 
Management to expand and 
intensify their efforts to provide 
technical assistance to local 
governments in developing 
their own flood _ plain 
management programs.”

of 46 in the next state fiscal year 
which begins in July: 

Louis Whitsell, supervisor of 
Nameoki Township, com- 
mented, “I hate to predict that 
we are going to have it next 
(fiscal) year, but I will say we 
are closer than ever before to 
seeing this project become a 
reality.” 

Walter “Dick” Sparks, 
supervisor of Chouteau 
Township, agreed, saying the 
township: is beginning im- 
mediately the process of ob- 
taining funding for the local 
share of the cost of the project. 

“We understand when the 
government offers grants, the 
local share must be available. 
We do not know when the state 
and federal grants may be 
available, but we want to be 
ready when that time comes, so 
we are beginning our planning 
now,” Sparks said. 

Christ Pashoff, supervisor of 
Venice Township, and Nelson 
Hagnauer, supervisor of 
Granite City Township, also 
have been notified of the 
priority numbers by SIMAPC 

The supervisors also were 
informed of a grant and loan 
program available to some 
counties ‘through the federal 
Farm and » Home 
Administration (FHA) for 
collector sewers. Townships 
must show their populations are 
primarily rural to qualify for 
the grants. 

Because of the requirement 
for rural makeup, to qualify, 
Granite City Township will not 
be able to make use of the 
program, but the other town- 
ships are studying whether they 
qualify 

Monday night, both the 
Nameoki and Chouteau board of 
auditors began steps to com- 
plete applications for the FHA 
grants and loans. Nameoki 
To ip referred the question 
to its drainage committee for 
study and Chouteau Township is 
to have a study made to see if it 
qualifies. 

Grants for the interceptor 
sewers have been filed with the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) and 
were turned over to the federal 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) when HUD was 
abolished. The EPA grant 
application is the one which has 
received the priority number of 
171 

Some aid also is being sought 
from the state's $750 million 
anti-pollution bond program 
Most of that money was held by 
the state and is expected to be 
released for such projects as the 
Four Township Sewer. 

Studies have shown that about 
$7 million of the total $12 million 
price tag will come from state 
and federal funding with the 
four townships having to come 
up with the remaining $5 
million. _ 

The supervisors agree that 
revenue bonds may well be the 
best way for the townships to 
raise the money. 

Granite City Township, which 
is coextensive with Granite 
City, already has its sewers and 
will not be required to par 
ticipate in the funding of the 
program, according to 
Hagnauer. 

Sparks said he already has 
spoken to William Schooley, 
Chouteau’s attorney, about 
preparing bonds for the local 


share. ; 
Nameoki Township realizes 


revenue bonds are the best 
answer and will begin efforts in 
that direction in the near future, 
Whitsell said. 

“We think the county will 
have to serve as sponsoring 
agent for any revenue bonds 
and we are looking into 
Whitsell said, adding, “It will 
not cost the county a cent.” 

“The cost of the bonds will be 
paid back by user fees and 
tapon fees.

U. S. Senator Adlai E. 
Stevenson III, 43, of Hlinois is 
seeking the | Democratic 
nomination March 19 for re- 
election to that office. 

Elected as Illinois state 
treasurer in November 1966, he 
then was elected to the Senate 
four years later to serve an 
unexpired term. 

The four-year term which he 
attained in 1970 was part of an 
original six-year term won in 
1968 by. Sen. Everett M. 
Dirksen. Following the latter’s 
death, the late Ralph T. Smith 
of Alton, a native Granite 
Cityan, held the Senate post by 
appointment. 

Stevenson served in the 
Illinois House, to which he was 
elected in 1964 in an at-large 
election in which he led all 236 
candidates of both parties. 

He is a native of Chicago and 
a graduate of Harvard College 
with a bachelor of arts degree in 
1952, and Harvard Law School 
with a bachelor of law degree in 
1957, 

He entered the U. S. Marines 
in 1952 and saw service as a 
tank officer in Korea and Japan 
before his discharge in 1954 with 
the rank of captain. 

He served as a law clerk to a 
justice of the Ilinois Supreme 
Court from 1957 to 1958, when he 
entered a Chicago law firm in 
which he later became a part 
ner. 

He is a director of several 
business concerns and has 
farming interests in Illinois. 

Stevenson has been a member 
of the board of directors of Jane 
Addams Center at Chicago; 
Chicago Council on Foreign 
Relations; United Nations 
Association of Illinois; Hull 
House Association and Lincoln 
Academy of Illinois. 

He has been president and a 
member of the board of trustees 
of the Library of International 
Relations; member of the 
Midwest Advisory Committee, 
Institute of International 
Education; member of the 
Chicago Crime Commission, 
and former chairman of the 
Governor’s Committee for 
Distingushed Foreign Guests. 

He has served with many 
other governmental and civic 
and in 1965 
received the “best legislator” 
award of the Independent 
Voters of Illinois. 

Stevenson's father served as 
governor of Illinois from 1949 to 
1952, was the Democratic 
candidate for President in 1952 
and 1956, and was U. S, am- 
bassador to the United Nations 
from 1961 until his death in July 
1965. 

His grandfather served as 
secretary of state of Illinois 
from 1914 to 1917, and his great- 
grandfather was vice-president 
of the United States under 
President Grover Cleveland 
from 1893 to 1897. 

Stevenson and his wife have 
four children. His voting 
residence is in Chicago. 

He regards as the chief 1974 
campaign issues the condition 
of the economy, rising unem- 
ployment, the energy crisis, 
other chronic shortages and 
escalating inflation. 

He also cites as issues the 
nation’s foreign policy, political 
reform, congressional 
reorganization and improved 
governmental budgeting. 

He concludes, ‘What this 
country needs more than 
anything else right now is 
vision. My record shows I have 
perceived and acted upon the 
problems.”

RECORD 
Deer catch 
tops all 
other years

SPRINGFIELD — Whether 
or not the unofficial results of 
the 1973 deer season in Illinois 
are good or bad apparently 
depends on whether or not 
you're a deer. 

Everybody else was happy 
with what apparently was a 
record harvest with 13,730 
deer taken in the six-day sea- 
son, according to unofficial 
early tallies. 

The 1973 total tops the pre- 
vious record, set in 1971, by a 
smashing 3,349. Early reports 
to the state De nt of 
Conservation indicate the 
first three days of the season 
accounted for 9,579 white-tail 
deer, with another 4,151 taken 
in the last three days. 

Williamson County led in 
the breakdown of counties 
with 1,168 deer taken during 
the six days. The high total 
there probably largely re- 
flects the opening of Crab Or- 
chard federal refuge lands, 
Conservation Department 
Spokesmen indicated. 

Jack Calhoun, biologist in 
charge of deer management 
in the department, stressed, 
“We're not running a num- 
bers game,” and added the

IN ILLINOIS 
of nature 


help foretell weather

According to the weather 
experts, not including 
meteorologists, this should 
have been a mild winter. 

I'm referring to the weather 
experts who make their pre- 
dictions based on the number 
of locusts in late summer, the 
thickness of fur on caterpil- 
lars or the feel’ of a black 
bear's fur — preferably a 
dead black bear. 

You may laugh at. such 
weather prediction methods, 
yet in many instances, they 
are as accurate as the profes- 
sional meteorologist’s. 

Before the so-called profes- 
sionals came on the scene, one 
had to rely on two ways of 
predicting the weather — ei- 
ther the “Farmers’ Al- 
manac” or the signs provided 
by nature. Of course, there 
was always the college of 
hard knocks. 

I’m not knocking profes- 
sional meteorologists, but it 
always seems they provide 
many : variables, leaving 
themselves a way out. As a 
result we often have to draw 
our own conclusions and take 
our chances. With these kind 
of circumstances, the sports- 
man might be better off rely- 
ing on his knowledge and in- 
terpretation of nature’s 
weather signs. 

Often you hear people 
laughing at. weather ic 
tions because of aching bones 
or teeth, when actually that 
method is just one of several 
signs provided by nature. 

In general, our weather is 
the result of changes in at- 
mospheric pressure of one 
sort or another. High pressure 
usually means good weather, 
and low pressure is a sign of 
the opposite. Prevailing con- 
ditions, such as dryness or 
moisture, may cause varia- 
tions. 

1 probably shouldn't have 
mentioned these conditions 
because-I might sound like a 
meteorologist. Even so, pres- 
sures control weather. 

Some people become rather 
accurate weather forecasters 
by watching their barometers 
and weather vanes and men- 
tally recording the weather 
experienced in each instance. 
One fundamental point to 
keep in mind is that the pre- 
vailing wind is from the west 
and our weather usually flows 
from that direction. 

Of course, some low pres- 
sure area may draw winds 
from the north or south, off 
the regular course. There are, 
however, many people who 
don’t rely on weather vanes 
and barometers. 

Signs of nature, handed 
down from gerteration to gen- 
eration, can tell the knowl- 
edgeable what they need to 
know about atmospheric 
pressure. 

T've already mentioned that 
low pressure is a sign of bad 
weather. The low pressure re- 
leases captive odors from 
swamps and woodlands and 
swallows, for instance, sense 
the low pressure and seek 
heavier air by skimming near 
the surface of the earth or wa- 


ter. 

Birds find it difficult to soar 
in the unstable air and the 
hawk, for instance, chooses to 
flap its wings and alight.

When the atmospheric pres- 
sure drops, flies cling to your 
body and soot and branches, 
previously kept in place by 
high pressure, fall. 

Low pressure also makes 
distant objects, such as far off 
shorelines, look darker and 
more distinct. It causes old 


wounds, teeth and rheuma- 
tism to ache. 

‘A yellow sunset is also a 
sign of low pressure and a 
sign that a storm is on the 
way. The yellow is the result 
of the sun shining through 
damp air, still a ways off. Al- 
so, a yellow sunset will likely 
indicate that cabin chimney 
smoke falls instead of rising. 

If there’s a ring around the 
moon after a yellow sun, snow 
or rain is on the way. If the 
ring is clear, the rain or snow 
may be a day or so away. 

There is an old saying which 
states: ‘‘A.rainbow in morn- 
ing, sailor take warning. 
Rainbow at night, sailor’s de- 
light.” 

That makes sense. A morn- 
ing rainbow is caused by the 
light of the rising sun striking 
wet clouds to the west, which 
may mean wet weather is 
heading in. 

‘A rainbow at night reverses 
the trend, however, meaning 
that if the prevailing wind in 
your area is from the west (as 
jt usually is) then the storm 
has already passed. 

‘And, anyone having diffi- 
culty determining the direc- 
tion of the wind can tell imme- 
diately by watching water 
fowl. Sitting gulls, loons and 
ducks almost invariably face 
into the wind. 

Dew can also be used for 
forecasting the weather. If in 
the late evening there is no 
sign of dew, it means clouds 
are forming and the weather 
may take a wet turn. 

But, if the night is calm and 
clear and the stars show, 
there is sure to be a good dew 
which means a good day 
ahead. 

The winds also play their 
part. A westerly wind is gen- 
erally a fair wind, while an 
easterly, especially in fall and 
winter, usually brings a 
change in the weather as does 
a southerly wind with falling 
pressures. 

The outdoor signs, of 
course, are invaluable to 
those who spend a great deal 
of time outdoors. The signs of 
nature are valuable indica- 
tors.

Hearings slated on 
substate districts 


A series of’ public hearings 
will be held throughout the state 
in March to discuss with local- 
level officials a proposed 
system of substate districts, 
Frank A. Kirk, director of the 
Illinois Department of Local 
Government Affairs, said 
Wednesday. 

The first will be held March 6 
at 7:30 p.m. in the Le Claire 
Hotel, Moline. The second will 
be March 8 at 7:30 p.m. in 
Charleston High School 
Auditorium. Times and places 
of the remaining hearings will 
be announced. 

The state has been working 
for several years on develop- 
ment of a system of substate 
districts, or a uniform grouping 
of counties, which can be used 
to help coordinate the activities 
of state and local governments 
with respect to planning and 
development activities fostered 
by federal  grant-in-aid 
programs, Kirk said. He 
continu 

“Both local and state officials 
have trouble in relating to the 
overlapping areas and com 
peting programs set up to meet 
various federal grant program 
requirements. 

“For instance, a community 
may find itself grouped in one 
region for transportation 
planning purposes, another for 
health planning, and still 
another for law enforcement

Coal liquid,

The state of Illinois and 
Northern Illinois Gas Co.

New state death p 


SPRINGFIELD — It took 
exactly one minute and éight 
seconds to snuff out the life of 
convicted murderer James 
Dukes on Aug. 24, 1962. He 
was the last person to die in 
the electric chair in Illinois. 

But under a new state law 
approved 110-44 in the House 
of Representatives last April 
10, and 36-16 in the Senate on 
June 28, Illinois soon may re- 
sume executions. 

This most recent mandate 
for capital nt be- 
came effective Jan. 1, 1974. 
However, the effective date is 
about all that presently is cer- 
tain about the new law. 

Most state death penalty 
laws, including a previous 
Illinois statute, were declared 
unconstitutional by the U.S. 
Supreme Court on June 29, 
1972, because the court felt 
most states tended to apply 
capital punishment  in- 
discriminately and arbi- 
trarily. 

It was generally agreed that 
capital punishment at the 
state level would meet the 
high court guidelines if it were 
applied uniformly for specific 
crimes without exception. 

So last year Mlinois law- 
makers enacted a death 
penalty law they hope will 
stand up to the stiffest of court 
tests. 

It calls for mandatory 
execution for murder of on- 
duty policemen, firemen and 
prison guards; multiple mur- 
ders, murder while hijacking 
an airplane or other public ve- 
hicle; murder in the course of 
rape, robbery, kidnaping or 
taking indecent liberties with

achild and murder by hire or 
contract. 

A jury would hand down the 
conviction and later a three- 
judge panel would decide 
whether or not the crime fell 
within one of the categories. 
But no one, under a provision 
built into the law, could be put 
to death until the measure has 
run the gauntlet of the courts. 

Between 1930 and 1962, 90 
persons were executed in Illi- 
nois under the old capital 
punishment statute. Nation- 
wide, during the same period, 
3,859 convicts were put to 
death. Of the nationwide 
figure, 3,334 persons were 
executed for murder, 455 for 
rape and 70 for various other 


crimes. 

Under the old Dlinois law 
crimes punishable by death 
included murder, rape, trea- 
son, and aggravated kidnap- 
ing. 
Skeptics say the new law 
will not stand a court test and 
they blame Gov. Daniel 
Walker. 

‘As initially approved, the 
law called for mandatory exe- 
cution of those convicted of 
any one of the specified 
crimes. But Walker changed 
the bill before he signed it to 
allow for suspension of the 
death penalty when mercy is 
appropriate. And itis that thin 
line of discretion which critics 
claim ultimately may destroy 
the measure. 

Even so, the legislators 
voted final approval of Walk- 
er’s amendment by a over- 
whelming margin of 129-37 in 
the House on Oct 22 and 41-2in 
the Senate on Oct. 31. 


The father of the new capi- 
tal punishment law, 
Henry Hyde, R-Chicago, 
admits he was skeptical when 
first informed of the gover- 
nor’s amendment. He said he 
heard rumors that Walker 
had adopted the stand to 
satisfy his liberal supporters, 
but now discounts them. 

“The point is that before the 
amendment the measure was 
totally inflexible and injustice 
could indeed occur. The 
mercy clause provides a mid- 
die ground — an escape 
hatch,” Hyde explained. 

There is no mistaking Walk- 
er’s stand on the amendment. 

“J feel the amendment im- 
proves the chances of the bill 
being held constitutional and 
not the other way around,” 
Walker maintained. 

“] think as originally 
adopted it was clearly uncon- 
stitutional. I also believed we 
improved the bill on its own 
merits.” 

Besides, Walker said: “I 
just couldn’t bring myself to 
support a law which says a 
man is going to be auto 
matically sentenced to death, 
executed and killed regard- 
less of the circumstances of 
the crime.” 

He cited the example of a 
father who comes across two 
men who have just raped and 
killed his daughter. Later the 
father hires two men to kill 
the murderers, bringing an 
automatic death sentence he 
feels not “appropriate.” 

Howard Eglitt of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union said 
his organization is opposed to 
capital punishment — period.

“The death penalty violates 
the standards of decency that 
mark a maturing society,” he 
said. He feels execution is not 
only unconstitutional but 
cruel and unjust punishment 
as well. 

But whether or not the law 
is ultimately con- 
stitutional by the courts, past 
records indicate it is likely 
that as many as five persons 
this year may find themselves 
sentenced to death. 

The first person sentenced 
to death under the Illinois 
statute will not be sent to 
death row. Allyn Sielaff, 
director of the Department of 
Corrections, recently dis- 
mantled the state’s last exist- 
ing “row” at Stateville in 
Joliet. And he has no intention 
of reestablishing it, but 
simply separate death 
penalty inmates from others. 

Sielaff dismantled death 
row because the 30 persons 
waiting to die, when the U.S. 
Supreme Court voided the 
state’s old death penalty 
provision cannot be put to 
death under the new. It af- 
fects only those convicted of 
murder committed ‘after Jan. 
1, 1974, Nearly all the thirty 
have been resentenced and 
relocated among the state’s 
6,000 inmate prison popula- 


tion.

the schoo} year ending June 30. 

Pier and Davinroy said the 
district also has a $260,000 fund 
shortage _ resulting from 
borrowing last year, and a 
$260,000 obligation in the 
issuance of $260,000 worth of 
working cash fund bonds. This, 
they said, brings the district's 
total debt to $895,000. 

Frank Reidelberger Jr., 
Venice Township assessor who 
said he was speaking as a 
citizen and-a taxpayer, said he 
questions the need to borrow 
.$375,000 to operate the rest of 
the school year. 

He noted that school officials 
said last week that a savings of 
approximately $129.000 in 
educational fund expenditures 
had been achieved during the 
past several years through 
reductions in the teaching staff, 
supplies and materials. 

“If the district borrowed 
$260,000 to get by last year, and 
since has’ reduced costs by 
$129,000, why should it need to 
borrow $375,000 for the 
remainder of this year?,’” 
Reidelberger asked. 

Reidelberger also noted that 
the $260,000 borrowed last year 
has since been repaid, and that 
the $260,000 in working cash 
fund bonds are being retired by 
a separate tax levy which, he 
contended, does not make it a 
part of the district’s educational 
fund debt. 

Davinroy maintained, 
however, that repayment of the 
$260,000 borrowed last year 
“came off the top” of 1973 tax 
distributions and therefore 
shorted operating accounts in 
that amount for this year’s 
operations. This shortage also is 
responsible for increasing the 
amount of money needed for the 
remainder of the year, he said. 

The working cash fund also is 
borrowed and repaid out of 
taxes from year to year, 
although the money originally 
was made available through the 
sale of bonds, Davinroy said. 
The bonds are retired by a 
special tax levy .and are 
amortized over 10 years. 

Reidelbarger said today that 
he had checked the per-pupil 
assessment of the Venice 
district against that of 11 other 
districts, and that the property 
valuation for each ‘pupil in 
Venice is substantially higher 
than those of any of the other 
districts. 

Keidelberger quoted these 
figures as the per-pupil 
assessments of other districts, 
along with the educational fund 
tax rate of the districts: 

Roxana, assessment per 
pupil, $29,380, rate $1.80 per $100 
assessed valuatio. Triad, 
$13,446 and $1.75; Livingston, 
$8,071 and $1.60; Highland, 
$18,845 and $1.60; Edwardsville, 
$18,260 and $1.65; Bethalto, 
$8,115 and $1.80; Granite City, 
$17,139 and $2.55; Collinsville, 
$13,936 and $1.80; Alton, $19,300 
and $1.90; Madison, $12,905 and 
$1.60; Worden, $8,440 and $2.04, 
and Venice, $57,632 and $2.05. 

‘The computations were based 
on the latest available published 
figures for the 1972 tax year; for 
which taxes were collected in 
1973, Reidelberger said.

“For an additional $1 a year, 
per $1,000 of face amount, the 
rider provides the policyholder 
with a special dividend option to 
purchase additional insurance 
to accommodate an ac- 
celebrating cost of living. 

“Perhaps one of the most 
forceful pressures for social 
change,” Grisham said “has 
been the women’s movement. 
Certainly the women’s market 
is, in our business, one of in- 
creasing importance. Features 
of our new portfolio — the three- 
year age setback for premium 
rates for women, for example — 
should prove responsive to 
women’s needs."" 

The setback for premium 
rates recognizes that women 
usually live longer than men, 
Where formerly Metropolitan’s 
insurance premiums for men 
and women of a given age were 
the same, in most cases a 
woman now will be charged the 
same premium as a man three 
years younger. 

‘A new rider providing 
decreasing term insurance on 
an insured’s wife is also, 
available, and may be added to” 
any life or endowment policy on 
her husband’s life.

“In other words, the 
possibility of a person being 
uninsurable has been reduced, 
in part, as a result of advances 
in medical science, which 
Metropolitan Life takes - into 
account,” he concluded. 


$85,000 payment to 
GC farm hit by hail 


Illinois was hit harder by 
destructive hailstorms in 1973 
than any state, with crop losses 
estimated in excess of $40 
million, George Thiem, 
manager of the Crop Insurance 
Bureau, reported Wednesday 
And a Madison County 
hailstorm was the worst in the 
state. 

Indemnity payments by in- 
surance companies for hail 
injury to crops alone totaled. 
$21,754,000, Thiem said, and this 
figure covers less than half the 
damage. 

The statewide loss ratio— 
losses to premium income—was 
91.59 per cent, which means that 
most companies had to dip into 
their reserves to pay claims. 

This is unusual, for Illinois 
hail frequency and damage 
historically has been surpassed 
by Iowa and states farther west. 

Broken windows, battered 
greenhouses, damaged roofs, 
automobiles and property are 
generally protected by wind- 
storm policies, but crop hail 
insurance -is special coverage 
written annually. 

Largest loss payment of 
record—in excess of $59,000— 
went to a local soybean and 
wheat grower, Ralph G. Buske 
of Granite City, following the 
destructive Aug: 12 hailstorm. A 
neighbor lost his entire crop— 
350 acres of soybeans—and 
collected $52,500 from his in- 


surer. 

“Tt hit us about 3 p.m. and 
came from the southwest,” says 
Buske, a tenant on a fertile 892- 
acre farm. 

“Jt began with rain, and then 
marble-sized hail and finally 
chunks of mixed ice and snow 
up to hen’s egg size came down. 

‘Gusts of 40 miles an hour wind 
made it worse.” 

Green pods had formed on the 
waist-high beans and the hail 
beat leaves, stem and pods into 
the mud for a near total loss. 

Buske’s two-thirds interest: in 


the growing crop was insured 
for $175 an acre. The landlord 
collected $25,025 for his share 
and .the total settlement was 
just under $85,000. 

Buske’s premium cost was 
$3,028. “Without insurance, I 
would have been ruined 
financially,” he said. 

The storm covered an area 
about a mile and a half wide and 
several miles long, Buske said. 
“But our 100-acre field a mile 
north got no hail and not a drop 
of rain. That's the way these 
storms are. It was all over in 25 
minutes.”” 

No part of Illinois escaped 
hail damage. A major insurer 
reported claims from all of the 
state’s 102 counties except three 
along the Ohio River. 

Stanley A- Changnon Jr., 
atmospheric chief of the Illinois 
State Water Survey, Urbana, 
‘said damaging hail fell on 57 
days during the March-October 
growing season. June storms 
accompanied by hail, he said, 
were the most frequent, 
destroying soybeans, corn, 
gardens, truck crops and fruit 
over wide areas.

Mr, Whitsell received $23,124 
from his elected offices, while 
holding down a full-time job. 

These figures were not drawn 
from thin air; they were ob- 
tained from. official township 
and county records. 

If these records are half. 
truths, then-he is accusing the 
township and county records of 
being wrong. If these records 
contain ‘‘dirt,"’ they must 
contain something he is aware 
of and that we overlooked. 

Township expense records 
are not broken down but are 
given only as a lump sum, in- 
dicating mileage expenses only, 
not destinations. They do not 
show where Mr. Whitsell went 
to. collect these expense 
reimbursements. 

He stated, “One of my op- 
ponents has even labeled me as 
‘king of the County Board.” 

The fact is Mr. Whitsell was 
not called “king of the County 
Board.” He was called the per 
diem king. Mr. Patrick did not 
coin this title, The title was 
bestowed on Mr. Whitsell by a 
newspaper. 

Mr. Whitsell said, ‘When the 
state legislature abolished his 
pay, he (Ed Patrick) refused to 
serve.” 

Patrick did not refuse to serve 
as tax collector, This function 
was transferred to the county at 
that time. Taxes were no longer 
collected by the township. 

Whitsell now proposes to 


spend $13,000 of taxpayers’ 
money to collect taxes — & 
function that would duplicate a 
service already being per- 
formed by the county, and a 
service we are already paying 
for. Why should he pay again for 
the same service? === 


“He stated, “We were well 


aware that Nameoki Township 
was being reassessed since 1971 
but nothing could be done about 
it until after the fact.” 

Mr. Whitsell was elected to 
protect the interest of the 
public. Where was he while this 
reassessment was going on? 

He was elected to prevent 
occurrences of this nature, not 
wait until election time to ask 
citizens to contribute their own 
money to institute a tax suit, 
which in effect sues himself as a 
member of the County Board. 

Speaking of his opponents, he 
said, “They are not qualified to 
judge my actions, pro or con.” 

At one time, Louis Whitsell 
was a private citizen, just as 
you and I, and yet he took it on 
himself to judge the actions of 
his_ elec’ officials. Now he 
‘says we are not qualified to 
judge his actions. 

What determines. the 
qualifications of those who can 
judge actions of their elected 
officials? Is Mr. Whitsell alone 
endowed with these 
qualifications? How does he 
determine that he alone is 
qualified to judge. 

He says, “I have drawers 
filled with newspaper clip- 
pings.” 

I do. agree with this 
statement.

State health programs—in jeopardy? 


Chicago Tribune—What are 
the prospects for Illinois state 
health services under the 
Walker ‘administration? 

Is the governor's reported 
desire to run for President on a 
record of cutting taxes leading 
him to sacrifice needed ser- 
vices? 

A recent issue quoted Miss 
Teri Romano, operations 
director for the division, of 
emergency medical services, as 
saying that the trauma network 
has been allotted only $94,000 of 
$250,000 needed for the coming 
fiscal year. 

The trauma network has been 
admired as a model for other 
states, and has been credited 
with saving many lives. Yet 
Miss Romano says, ‘‘At this 
rate we will eventually be 
forced to dismantle.”” 

‘The next day we reported on a 
Senate task force hearing on 
criticisms of the Department of 
Mental Health. 

Senator Esther Saperstein 
asked Dr. LeRoy Levitt, 
director of that department, 
what authority there was for the 
state to shift to local com- 
munities some of the costs of 
caring for the mentally ill. 

In reply, Dr. Levitt said that 
the state is primarily respon- 
sible for “high risk” patients 
genuinely requiring 
hospitalization, and others 


could be better served by 
outpatient programs 


‘The answer is a good answer 
But the question is good, too. 


In 1973, the Department of 
Mental Health reduced its 
employes by more than 1,000. It 
has the policy of scaling down 
the number of patients in the 
state mental hospitals. 


There are sound medical and 
humanitarian ‘reasons for 
minimizing the’ number in old- 
fashioned custodial 
“hospitals.” But care must be 
taken not to “dump” afflicted 
minds that need attention into 
cirgymstances in which they do 
not get it. 


The other day a workshop 
manager at Chicago Read 
Mental Health Center told of 
having to wait 45 minutes before 
security officers answered her 
call for help. : 


During that time, a 200-pound 
male patient, who had begun 
with throwing lighted matches 
about, proceeded to beat the 
workshop manager and later to 
threaten her with a knife. 


With the avowed purpose 
“To stop the dismantling of the 
state's. mental _ health 
facilities,” 24 groups are for- 


ming a Conference to Save 
Mental Health in Ilinois. 

‘Though the safety of staff and 
patients in mental care 
facilities can never be total, 
challenges to its adequacy are 
becoming increasingly 
frequent. 


Such state expenses as fun- 
ding the Illinois Arts Council, 
the Chicago Residential Schools 
and the trauma network add up 
to a very small part of the 
state’s budget. 


True, small economies add 
up. But the lengthening series of 
dubiously justified little 
economies raises disturbing 
questions. 


Is our governor assuming that 
his presidential ambitions will 
be better served by choking off 
needed services to Illinois 
citizens than by providing such 
services with adequate sup- 
port? 


Does Gov. Walker value a 
demagogic image as a man 
who cut taxes more than a 
reputation for being a good 
governor of Illinois? 


Are the mentally disturbed, 
the highway victims, the school 
truants, and other minorities 
being asked to subsidize Gov. 
Walker’s ambitions? 


SPRINGFIELD — “There’s 
no truth about politicians; 
there are just versions.” 

That's a favorite line of Vic- 
tor de Grazia, deputy to Gov. 
Daniel Walker and clearly his 
No. 1 aide. A veteran political 
figure, de Grazia seems to 
come in many different ver- 
sions himself, depending on 


the source. 

To some he plays ‘‘Hyde” to 
Gov. Walker’s “Dr. Jekyll” 
and takes the heat for admin- 
istration decisions. 

To critics, he is at once 
Svengali, Machiaveli and 
Rasputin. They say he is a 
tough political manipulator 
who bends the governor’s will 
to suit his own. 

His critics include some 
who have felt the hatchet 
sever them from the Walker 
administration, party county 
chairmen who feel de Grazia 
is responsible for isolating 
them from the governor, and 
loyélists of Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley who see de 
Grazia as prime architect of 
Walker's anti-Daley stance. 

He answers the “political 
manipulator” statement in 
one word: ‘“‘Baloney.”” 

He denies that anybody con- 
trols Walker. 

“Tt belongs to that old con- 
spiratorial theory of politics 
that somebody has to have 
somebody controlling them, 
not with that person, but with 
somebody behind him who’s 
making the decision,” de Gra- 
zia contends. 

“There's always been that 
‘gray eminence’ theory. ... 
Some people think Dan Walk-

er is a very rigid, cold, aloof 
governor. That’s’ absolutely 
false. Some people think I’ma 
very warm, outgoing teddy 
bear — which is also false. 
The truth of both is some- 
where in between. ... We-are 
each very unique individuals, 
I like to think, and bring our 
own talents to solving prob- 
Jems. But when the decision is 
made, Dan makes it. I-pride 
myself that he takes my ad- 
vicé seriously and often. But 
he is the governor, and he 
makes the decisions.” 

Heavyset, swarthy and with 
long graying sideburns, de 
Grazia is physically cast for 
the role 6f villain of the piece. 
But the son of a Sicilian immi- 
grant bandmaster is also 
articulate, well-read, capable 
of finding just the right phrase 
to punctuate a sentence and 
can be thoroughly charming. 

A product of Chicago’s 
Hyde Park, he loves the rural 
life at the 19th Century farm 
home near Bradforton which 
he rented shortly after be- 
coming Walker's deputy last 
April. 

At home, de Grazia — a 
graduate of Chicago’s Con- 
servatory of Music who once 
wanted to become a conductor 
— would rather discuss Bee- 
thoven than politics. 

Norton Kay, Walker's press 
secretary and a long-time 
friend of de Grazia, considers 
him an able problem-solver, 
even tempered and likely to 
lose his cool only when con- 
fronted with dawdling or bu- 
reaucratic answers. 

All this is not to say he can-

Uninsured face big health 


To the Editor: 

In regard to the letter in the 
Feb. 11 issue concerning 
hospital care, I agree with the 
comments and complaints. ~ 

I shared the room with her in 
January. There seemed to be a 
shortage of everything, even 
kindness in a few instances. 

When requesting care, we 
were told they were short of 
help, linens,~ water pitchers, 
overcrowded and unfamiliar 
with the type of care to be given. 
I was admitted with a broken 


hip. 

A light by the bed and an 
intercom — overhead are 
reassuring to look at, but when 
your request is unanswered for 
a couple of hours,-it can be 
distressing—especially if you're 
in pain, thirsty without a water 
pitcher, or your linens off your 
bed. 


One evening with visitors 
present, I was put ina chair. My 
linens were removed from my 
bed. I was informed a few 
minutes later that they had no 
clean linens. 

At the end of visiting hours, 
there still weren’t any linens on 
the bed. My visitor inquired 
about the linens at the nurse’s 
station, to find six employes 
with nothing to do. 

There certainly isn’t any 
shortage of x-rays. They are 
sometimes lost, causing con- 


fusion, but they can always be 
taken again—an unnecessary 
expense. 

There is one thing Mrs. 
Belling and I didn’t have in 
common—hospitalization —_in- 
surance. The hospital was in- 
formed of this before my ad- 
mission. I was assured I must 
have care regardless. 

The night before ‘surgery, 
with visitors present, a gen- 
tleman from ‘the _ billing 
department came to my room 
four times. His presence was to 
discuss our personal affairs and 
our monthly income. 

He informed me that my bill 
for major surgery in 1972 was 
written off to charity, but this 
bill couldn't be handled that 
way. 

‘The Hospital Auxiliary paid a 
large percentage of that bill and 
we are still paying the 
remaining balance. Upon his 
final appearance he asked, 
“Could you possibly be moved 
to the Veterans’ Hospital?” 

My husband has been totally 
disabled for the past 14 years, 
under a specialist's care. We 
have a child in school. Our 
monthly income consists of 
Social Security and a veterans’ 
pension. 

I am too young for Medicare, 
too poor for insurance and was 
informed I have too much in- 
come to qualify for state aid for 


It has established six county 
parks, including an abandoned 
railroad right-of-way with plans 
to construct a nature trail from 
Granite City to Edwardsville.

Land compensation 
issue being debated

Suppose you own land in the 
country, near a’ major 
metropolitan area. 

You bought this land with 
your savings, many years, ago, 
as an investment...maybe to 
put the kids through college, 
when the time comes. 

Over the years, you have 
watched the land rise in value 
as the suburbs, of your city 

Joser. Of course, your 
tax bills on it have gone up, too, 
reflecting the increased worth. 

In the normal train of events, 
you would eventually sell. the 
land to a developer, who would 
build houses or apartments on 


it. 

‘Such development would be 
unlikely to improve the ap- 
pearance of the tract; it's hard 
to improve upon Mother 
Nature for beauty. But it would 
provide houses for people who 
need them and can’t afford the 
higher cost of land nearer the 
city. 

Up to now, if the government 
wanted this land of yours for 
public purposes — say, a high- 
way interchange — it had to pay 
you a fair price for it. The Fifth 
‘Amendment to the Constitution 
says, ‘Nor shall private 
property be taken for public 
use, without just com- 
pensation.”” 

But what constitutes 
“taking”? What ifthe govern- 
ment declares it in the public 
interest to ‘‘preserve open 
space’. and says you may 
continue to own your land, but 
you may not build anything on 
it, nor may anyone you might 
sell it to? 

Under these circumstances, 
the land may not have been 
“taken” from you, but its value 
certainly has. 

‘What the government would 
be saying, really, is that “we 
want your land for a public 
park, but the public isn’t going 
to pay, for the park; you are.” 

Worse still, you might have to 
continue paying taxes on the 
property at an assessed value 
based on the market value of 
developable land in the same, 


area. 

If that happened to you, would 
you feel you had been treated 
justly? 

Believe it or not, there are 
“experts” in Washington ad- 
vocating just such government 
policies. The initial legislation 
is before both houses of 
Congress right now. 

It is innocent enough in itself,

but it would establish 
precedents that could lead to 
exactly, the situation I have 
described. And it is likely to. 
‘That's what its sponsors have in 


mind. 

‘These bills — H.R. 10294 in 
the House and S. 268 in the 
Senate — offer federal money to 
“help” the states in land use 
planning 

There's nothing wrong with 
that. Intelligent land use 
planning is essential to 
providing housing, recreational 
areas and public services to a 
growing population, at an ac 
ceptable cost to the en- 
vironment. 

But these bills do not leave the 


land use decisions to the states . 


and’ localities which are, after 
all, most directly affeéted by 
what happens to their own turf 
No, the bills establish terms and 
specifications which must be 
met to “qualify” for the grant 
money. 

Further, attempts are being 
made to add a ‘‘penalty 
clause’’: States failing to, 
conform to the federal dictates 
would lose not only grant money 
for land use planning, but also 
federal’ money for: other, 
unrelated programs. 


With a weapon like that, the 


federal government has, all it 
needs to do the same thing for 
the allocation of land that it has 
done for the allocation of 
gasoline. 

There arc better alternatives; 
programs which do provide 
federal aid for land use plan- 
ning, without trying’ to impose 
federal standards on local af- 
fairs. 

One such program is 
proposed in H.R 11325, in- 
troduced by Rep. Sam Steiger 
(R-Ariz.). It deserves support. 

‘The prospect of a landowner 
being caught in the kind of 
situation I described reminds 
me of a legend about the rulers 
of ancient India: They would 
sometimes express their- 
displeasure to a subject who 
had fallen from favor by 
awarding the unlucky man a 
rare white elephant. 

Since the white elephant was 
sacred, it could not be ‘put to 
work or destroyed. Since it was 
a gift from the prince, it could 
not be sold or given away. 

Elephants eat 509 pounds of 
hay a day and live about as long 
asa human being. Hence, it did 
not take many such ‘‘honors” to 
ruin the most prosperous of, 
subjects. 

But that couldn’t happen 
here. This is a free country. 
Isn't it? ¢

In a more serious vein, it-is 
conceded at the Capitol that it 
will take someone with the 
diplomatic genius of Dr. 
Kissinger to end the political 
war between Gov. Daniel 
Walker and Lt. Gov. Neil 
Hartigan. 

Hopes among Statehouse 
Democrats that the bitter 
conflict, long smouldering 
beneath the surface, could be 
quietly extinguished with 
passage of time and some first- 
of-the-year friendly overtures 
by Hartigan were dashed by the 
events of the past week. 

It’s open warfare now, and 
some belated efforts by Har- 
tigan to establish a verbal 
ceasefire by the “turning of the 
cheek” procedure have come 
too late. 

There is a growing 
Springfield feeling that the 
Walker-Hartigan break is now 
definite and irrevocable, and 
that the final resolution will 
come someday at the ballot box. 

One reason for this conclusion 
is that—while Hartigan might 
be disposed to once again try to 
patch things up—Walker is not 
The governor has virtually 
decided to write off his 
lieutenant governor as a serious 
working partner for the 
remainder of the ad- 
ministration.

The opinion parallels another 
given by Scott two weeks ago in 
which he ruled that a woman 
who retains her maiden name 
after marriage need not re 
register under her married 
surname to be qualified to vote. 

Scott stressed again, 
however, that a woman must 
“exclusively, consistently and 
nonfraudulently” use her 
maiden name in all other 
matters after her marriage to 
so qualify. 

In his new opinion, Scott 
advised Howlett that it is 
necessary ‘to notify the 


secretary of state’s office only * 
when there is an actual change 

in name. In the case of a 
divorce, for example, a woman. 
who assumes her maiden name 

or a former: name would be 
required to notify Secretary) 
Howlett’s office of that change. 


+ But a woman wno retains her. 
maiden name after marriage, 
Scott noted, need not notify the 
secretary’s office, 


Scott cited his previous 
opinion and underscored the 
fact that there is no Illinois 
statute which requires a woman 
to change her name to her 
husband's. surname after 
marriage. . : 


In the earlier opinion, Scott 
emphasized that a woman who 
retains her maiden name after 
marriage must consistently use 
her maiden name in all other 
matters. The new opinion is oné 
example of that consistency, 
Scott said.

A. I favor that kind of legis- 
lation. The situation which you 
describe is one that could be 
remedied with a good no-fault 
automobile insurance bill 

The legislature sent me a 
misleading bill last fall which I 
vetoed. I did so because it would 
not have reduced consumer’s 
insurance premiums, nor would 
it have reduced legal pro- 
ceedings. In fact, it was not 4 
true no-fault bill. 

The state Department of 
Insurance has drawn- standards 
for a bill which would insure the 
public of a good no-fault bill. 
These include: reducing the cost 
to the consumer purchasing 
automobile insurance; providing 
prompt payment for all econ- 
omic loss to all parties in 
accident cases and retaining the 
right to take the case to court in 
serious accident cases, such as 
where there has been loss of life, 
limb or faculties which affect 
employment.

Actuarial 
experts examining the proposed 
Iinois bill predicted it would 
have increased automobile insur- 
ance for a two car family with a 
teenage driver from $21 to $76 
a year. It would have doubled

I believe a good no-fault bill 
should benefit all drivers by 
reducing insufance rates. It must 
reimburse all persons involved in 
an accident for their medical 
expenses, wages and services 
lost. Under current law, at-fault 
drivers have no recourse for lost 
wages. A good bill retains the 
right to sue for non-economic 
loss only in serious accidents, 
which would eliminate the small 
nuisance claims crowding our 
court rooms. It allows the 
insured person to collect directly 
from his own company, without 
regard to fault, assuring quick 
compensation. It would provide 
that no automobile be operated 
unless the owner has insurance 
on the vehicle, 

I agree that our system for 
compensating accident victims 
really needs improvement. The 
General Assembly should enact a 
good no-fault bill and I will sign 
it

Sérious Percy effort 
to become President

On the Springfield political 
scene, February brought 
renewed interest in the unof- 
ficial but acknowledged 
presidential nomination 
campaign of U. S. Sen, Charles 
Percy. 

As far as Illinois is concerned, 
it is being taken far more 
seriously than ever before. It is 
reflected in new attitudes at two 
government buildings and 
centers of political speculation, 
four ‘blocks apart on 
Springfield's Capitol Avenue. 

In the senator's bright and 
tastefully furnished offices in 
the Downtown Post Office, 
there is a fresh surge of cheery, 
buoyant optimism among his 
staff, 

With them there is a definite 
feeling that a big corner has 
been turned and that the road to 
1976 appears brighter than ever 
before, 

Across town, beneath the 
brooding dome of the Illinois 
Capitol—where politics is an 
unceasing topic—there is 
grudging acknowledgment 
among Democrats as well as 
Republicans that Percy is 
“picking up.”” 

There are some predictions 
that February 1974 may 
someday be recognized as a 
significant milestone in the 
Percy bid for the presidency 

What has accounted for this 
subtle, yet distinct, upturn in 
the Percy political fortunes? 

Ironically, it is credited to the 
man who apparently is deter- 
mined that Percy shall never be 
president of the United 
States—President Richard: M 
Nixon, ‘himself. 

Professional politicians, of 
which Illinois traditionally has 
some of the best, say that the 
best thing that has happened to 
Percy so far in his presidential 
effort was Mr. Nixon's failure to 
include him in a public mention 
of potential Repyblican 
nominees. ‘ 

Named by the President were 
Gov. Ronald Reagan of 
California, Gov Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York, 
former Gov. John Connally of 
Texas, a former White House 
aide, and Vice President Gerald 
Ford.

‘With Mr. Nixon still hovering , 
at a low 28 per cent favorable ~ 
rating in polls, a pat on the back 
from him is hardly a boost for 
anyone bidding for the 1976 GOP 
nomination. 

On the contrary, it is 
reasoned, anyone in the 
disfavor of, the President 
automatically picks up support 
from the vast majority of the 
voters who are clearly unhappy 
or disillusioned with him. Who 
besides Percy could benefit 
more? = 

This Springfield theory of 
reverse presidential political 
English for Percy received 
some surprising and resounding 
support in the election in 
Michigan. A Democrat won the 
Congressional seat held by Ford 
for 25 years, a seat in 
Republican hands since 1910. 

The view from the Statehouse 
Dome was that ‘the President’s 
favor had done nothing for the 
Republicans in Michigan and 
that the victory of Democrat 
Richard VanderVeen cannot 
help but hurt any presidential 
hopes of Ford. 

It is conceded by Percy's 
Illinois supporters that the man 
to beat for the nomination is the 
vice president, and that this 
state's 1976 primary could be a 
decisive battleground 

There is little doubt that most 
of the state's party leadership 
might favor Ford over Percy. 
But,- once again, there is a 
feeling that this high level 
opposition coyld be a help 
rather than a handicap to 
Percy 

The grassroots GOP political 
troops, the precinct com- 
mitteemen and other door 
ringers, display no great sup- 
port for the titular leadership 
and, like voter’ in general, are 
increasingly Independent. 

Chuck Percy may never 
make it to the White House, but 
his run has become a serious 
one.

U.S. court ruling favors release of sewer grants 


Improved chances for a 
federal grant to finarice con- 
struction of the proposed four- 
township sanitary sewer project 
by the Madison County Board 
have resulted from a new court 
ruling that may ‘cause the 
release of construction grants, 
Louis P. Whitsell, member of 
the County Board and a 
member of the four-township 
sewer committee, ~ said Jast 
week. 

In a prepared statement, 
Whitsell said 

“We have been working 
continuously to develop a 
program to install sanitary 
sewers in the four townships of 
Nameoki, Chouteau, Venice and 
Granite City, even though we 
encountered set-backs. 
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“We expected to receive 
federal and state funding this 
year, but President Nixon 
impounded $6 billion in water 
pollution control funds, which 
brought our project and many 
others to a halt. 

“I received favorable news 
that the U. S. Court of Appeals 
of the District of Columbia has 
upheld a district court ruling 
that the President illegally 
impounded these funds. 

“The ruling came as a result 
of a suit filed by New York City 
and Detreit asking that they 
receive their full allotment of

sewage funds under the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act of 
1972. The suit has been certified 
as a class action, which means 
that this ruling applies to all 
areas affected by the im- 
poundment. 

“Although the Federal Water 
Pollution Control — Act 
authorized $11 billion to be 
allocated in fiscal 1973 and 1974, 
the President directed the 
Envirenmental Protection 
Agency\o impound $6 billion. 

“The appeals court specified

“President Nixon “has said 
that impoundment of funds is 
necessary to fight inflation. As a 
result of his action, more than 
60 law suits have been &filed, 
seeking to release the funds 
approved by Congress, but 
withheld by the President.

Property tax freeze petitions 
are out. 

The petitions seek the 

signatures of Illinoisans who 
want to place on a statewide 
referendum ballot the question. . 
of whether the /General 
Assembly should. freeze 
property taxes. In all, 650,000 
signatures will be needed to get 
the question on the ballot for the 
Nov. 5 general election. 
_ The petition drive has been 
outlined by House Speaker Rep. 
W. Robert Blair, R-Park Forest 
and is to be pushed in the spring 
session in the House by 
Republicans, 

The petitions are being 
collected by Rep. C. L. 
McCormick, R-Vienna. + 

McCormick has sponsored 
legislation for the past several 
sessions, designed to freeze 
property taxes. He has been 
successful in getting the 

. measure through the House. 

It is now in the Senate, where 
the legislation, along with other 
tax-related bills, is being 
studied by a subcommittee 
headed by Sen, Terrel Clarke, 
R-Western Springs. 

The petitions, which seek the 
signatures of qualified voters, 
are now being sent out. 

Blair gave out some of the 
petitions in the Capitol building. 

The petitions also contain a 
model or sample of the 
legislation which the General 
Assembly would be asked to 
approve. Property taxes would 
be frozen for 1975 and 1976. 

When he first introduced the 
legislation, McCormick said, he 
did so. because—by freezing 
rates for two years—local 
governments might be able to 
give taxpayers some indication 
of where spending levels would 
be going, It would also give the 
local-level governmental units a 
chance to look at their own lists 
of priorities. 

Clarke’s study group is to 
report to the General Assembly, 
possibly early this spring, on its 
findings. 

The petition drive would be 
above and beyond. the present 
legislation in the Senate. If the 
petition drive is successful, the 
question will go on the fall 
ballot

As tomorrow dawns in the 
Pacific Islands, communities 
will be linked by the same 
prayers for “peace building” 
offered by people in their own 
languages from country to 
country until the day closes on 
Savoonga Island off the west 
coast of Alaska. 

“World Day of Prayer” in the 
United States is the most widely 
observed ecumenical 
celebration sponsored by 
Church Women United. 

Protestant, Orthodox and 
Roman Catholic women, 
motivated by their unity in 
Christ, this year will mobilize 
around their intentions to be 
“builders of peace” by chan- 
neling their energies into ef- 
fective acts of reconciliation in 
their individual communities, 
Mrs. Roberts said. 

The occasion also permits 
participation in a nationwide 
offering which goes into a fund 
called Intercontinental 
Mission—the process by which 
Church Women United fulfills 
its goals of justice and peace 
through approved agencies. 

The primary focus this year 
is a contribution to an in- 
ternational fund — for 
rehabilitation and recon- 
ciliation to which Christian
